A Battle Against Orders. 


Throughout the war there was a 
strong desire in the north to capture 
or punish the city of Charleston, which 
was looked upon as the cradle of the 
Confederacy, and also to close Its har 
bor to blockade runners. Tin* lowlands 
on James island that stretch out ten or 
twelve miles south of the harbor are 
cut by many winding rivers and in 
lets and broken frequently by swamps. 
At a point a little more than four 
miles south of the city lay the little 
village of Secession ville, which was 
used as a summer resort by a few 
planters. 
It stood oti elevated ground 
and 
bordered on a 
deep creek on 
the one side and a shallow one on 
the other. 
Across the neck of land be­ 
tween the two, on June 1(5, 18G2, stood 
a newly built earthwork about 200 
yards long, known as Battery Lamar, 
after Its commander. Colonel T. G 
Lamar. 
There were similar works at 
other points In the region between Ke 
cessionvllie and th** southern shore of 
the harbor 
On ihe shore stood old Fort Johnson 
It was ou a point opposite Fort Sumter 
and In range of the channel. 
This 
work General David Hunter, who com 
matided the Federal department of the 
south, planned to attack early in June. 
He bad landed troops two miles south 
of Secessionville for I his purpose. In ex 
pectation of receiving additional troops 
he left Secessionvllie on June 11 to re 
turn to his headquarters at Fort Royal 
after giving orders ttint Fort Johnson 
should not be attacked until the prom 
ised re-enforcements came up 


Desperate N ight Attack. 


General 11 
W. Ben bam commanded 
the troojis at Secessionvilie. having 
for subordinates General II G Wright. 
General J. J. Stevens and Colonel Wil 
liams. Bcubam called it council oi war 
the night of June 15 and gave orders 
that. Stevens' division should attack 
Battery Lamar at daylight the 171 h 
Wright, Stevens and Williams protest 
ed, but Ben ham was firm, and at 4 a 
tu.
